Much of the material has been written by Tubby, Alan Paton, 
Sue Sutton, Keith Rea, John Mitchell, Alec Churcher and the late 
Padre John Jones. Some of the music has been specially written by 
John Hull who conducts The New Anglian Singers. John and his 
Singers have become well-known to audiences in many parts of the 
country. Their record “A Tapestry of Winter” with Sir Bernard Miles 
has a special appeal to Toc H and to those who enjoy unaccompanied 
singing. They come together for the joy of singing. They have 
recently appeared on BBC’s “Seeing and Believing” with 


Elizabeth Twistington Higgins and The Chelmsford Dancers. 
Elizabeth has been a special friend to Toc H for many years and to the 
Founder Padre. In spite of total paralysis which ruined her ballet 
career, she has a world-wide reputation as a mouth painter and she is 
a pioneer in Liturgical Ballet. Her work by any standards is superb. 
Her “girls” as she calls them, the Chelmsford Dancers, are chosen for 
their flair for Elizabeth’s special brand of Choreography and provide 
us tonight with a rare spectacle of beauty and depth of feeling which 
may be a new experience for many. Elizabeth’s book “Still Life™ has 
been a best seller and she has been the subject of “This is your life” 
on T.V. 


Stephen Jack is well known to many as a broadcaster and character 
actor, particularly to listeners of “Children’s Hour” and Larry the 
Lamb and countless radio plays and films. Stephen, a former member 
of the Central Executive, has been a Toc H member for many years 
and associated with many past Festivals. It is a great privilege to have 
him with us tonight with his colleagues 


Nancy Griffiths, well loved by many of us as a former member of staff 
and a gifted character actress 


Betty Cornick, present Chairman of the Central Executive, a lover 
and exponent of music and poetry, and of course 


Ken Prideaux-Brune, our Director, who together with John Hull has 
devised this evening’s entertainment. 


Judy Auton and Sue Cumming, two more members of the Toc H staff, 
help provide us with a bit of glamour; they sing as well. 


Tony Roberts, our organist gained his ALCM at the age of sixteen and 
subsequently the ARCO in 1966. He studied under Philip Ledger 
(Director of Music, King’s College, Cambridge). He is an Organ 
Builder by trade and Organist and Choirmaster of Frinton Parish 
Church. 


The Toc H Minstrels are Toc H members and builders from Mansfield 
who over eleven years have travelled 12,000 miles, given over 600 
concerts and raised over £3200 for charity. They have a particular 
interest in providing necessities for their local hospital and they have 
a special brand of music well-known to audiences in Nottinghamshire. 
We also welcome 


Anstey Toc H Concert Band, forty-five young people sponsored and 
supported by Anstey Branch. The need for creative leisure was met 
in practical terms in Anstey so that young people having learned an 
instrument at school, had a band to join so that they could continue 
their interest. This great work has only been going a year under the 
baton of John Dew. We thought you would like to hear them and 
offer encouragement for their future. 


Some of the slides to be seen in the first half of this programme are 
unique. Some have been discovered in very odd places and others 
have been especially taken. Crispin White has been responsible for 
this and stage manages this evening’s production. 


True to Toc H tradition, this evening is a “mixture”, but more than 
that, we hope to revel in the joy of real fellowship to “strengthen 
the good thing thus begun”.
